The Fairfax City Council last 
night asked its city attorney to 
prepare a resolution to place 
on the April ballot a proposal 
for a five-cent recreation tax. 
Councilman Rolfe M. Ocken- 
den said the city has been us­ 
ing park funds for recreation 
and he felt the two items 
should be separate. Capital im­ 
provements should come out of 
park funds, he said. 
Ockenden said he wanted 
voters to know where their 
money is going. “Maybe they 
don’t want recreation... If they 
are willing to pay taxes for it, 
we know they want it,” he told 
the council. 
Mayor Edward A. Smith said 
he thought in a city as small as 
Fairfax, the idea was a. “little bit 
dangerous . . . to ask for X 
dollars a year and try to spend 
it. You’re telling the recreation 


commission to spend It, and 
they will.” 
He commented that the pres­ 
ent situation is an ideal one: 
To take the money for recrea­ 
tion. out of park funds, as it is 
needed. 
Ockenden said with the tax 
levy, if there is money left 
over at the end of the year, it 
could 
go 
into 
the 
general 
fund. 
The mayor said the proposi­ 
tion would be an “easy thing 
to defeat . . . for opponents to 
say we don’t need it.” 
Councilman W i 11 i a m L. 
Hughes, said a. five-cent tax 
would balance the budget for 
park funds and would support

Postponement o f a sched­ 
uled. Thursday night meeting 
on citizen participation in a fu­ 
ture school bond election cam­ 
paign was announced today by 
Dr. Delman D. Smith, chair­ 
man of the Tamalpais Union 
High School District board.

Gov. Edmund G. Brown to- 
issued his first pardon 
since becoming governor — to 
a one-time would-be Mill Val­ 
ley burglar w ho played a hero’s 
role in a ship disaster 21 years 


The pardon erased the 1935 
conviction of Giovanni Rovelli, 
now 52 years old and a ship’s 
waiter working out of his na­ 
tive city of Genoa. 
Rovelli. was 27 and. a waiter 
when he and a companion, Ju­ 
lio Lenzi, were captured by Mill 
Valley Police Capt. Joseph H. 
Canet (then a patrolman) as 
they attempted to remove a 
rear window, of the Quality 
Meat Market on the night of 
July 12, 1935. 
THIRD ESCAPED 
A third man got away and 
was never identified. 
Rovelli and Lenzi, then San. 
Francisco residents, told po­ 
lice they were trying to break 
into the market to get a quan­ 
tity of liquor which the third 
man, whom they said they 
knew only as “George,” had 
told them was there. 
They said they needed it to 
raise money so they could join 
the Waiters Union and get 
jobs in San Diego. 
But one of them threw away 
a gun, which police found. And 
they had with them a complete 
set of burglar tools and a set 
of safe-cracking tools which 
law enforcement officers said 
were of a type never before 
seen, on the Pacific Coast. 
BOTH CONVICTED 
Both were convicted. Rovel­ 
li drew concurrent terms of 
10 years and five years for at­ 
tem pted burglary and conspir­ 
acy to commit burglary. He en­ 
tered San Quentin Prison on 
Aug. 17, 1935. 
On June 26. 1939. the pris­ 
on released him to the Immi­ 
gration Service for deportation 
to Italy, whence he had come 
in 1924. 
There he made a new life. 
He became a waiter, but aboard 
ships. 
He was working aboard the 
Italian 
liner 
Andrea 
Doria 
when, on the night of July 25, 


1956, it collided, with the Swed­ 
ish. liner Stockholm off Nan­ 
tucket Island and sank to the 
bottom of the Atlantic. 
Four lost their lives in that 
sinking. 
Hundreds 
were 
in­ 
jured. But 1,709 were snatched 
from the sea in the greatest, 
rescue effort of all time. And 
at least one of the 1,709 owed 
her life to Giovanni Rovelli, the 
Doria waiter. 
At great, personal risk, ac­ 
cording to Governor Brown’s 
office, 
Rovelli 
rescued 
one 
woman and attempted to res­ 
cue another. He also found a 
considerable sum of money dur­ 
ing the shipboard panic. But 
the man, wTfcT once tried to 
break into a Mill Valley meat 
market to steal, returned the 
money to its owner. 
The California Adult Author­ 
ity recommended Rovelli** par­ 
don, saying his conduct has 
demonstrated both rehabilita­ 
tion and emotional stability. 
And Governor Brown, con­ 
curring, wiped dean the record 
for the deported ex-prisoner.

New City May

A legal quirk may require 
the new City of Novato, if it 
is formed Jan. 12, to guarantee 
Marin County payment for cer­ 
ta in ser vice, even though, the 
state’s Government Code pro­ 
vides that the services be fur­ 
nished without charge for the 
remainder of the fiscal year.

Eisenhower Has Brought New Type 


Of Politics ToThe American Scene 


WASHINGTON !.f> — Presi- 
d ent 
Eisenho wer's W h i t e 
Ho u se y ears, d rawing to ward 
a clo se, hav e intro d u ced a new 
kind o f p o litics in 20th cen­ 
tu ry America: The techniq u e 
o f the so ft wo rd . 
Whether o r no t y o u like o r 
ad mire him, this is a fact: He 
went into o ffice a highly p o p ­ 
u lar w'ar hero and has remain­ 
ed no t o nly ex tremely p o p u lar 
bu t amazingly free o f p erso n­ 
al criticism. 
We are no w lo o king fo r a 
go o d ex amp le. 
The fo u r Demo cratic sen­ 
ato rs being mentio ned as p res­ 
id ential p o ssibilities — Jo hn 
F. Kenned y , Hu bert H. Hu m­ 
p hrey , Stu art W. Sy mingto n, 
and Ly nd o n B. Jo hnso n — are 
talking critically o f the Eisen­ 
ho wer ad ministratio n. 
They 
ev en 
take 
o bliq u e 
cracks at Eisenho wer by say ­ 
ing what this co u ntry need s is 
lead ership . Bu t all o f them 
are av o id ing criticism of Eis­ 
enho wer p erso nally and by 
name. 


HE HAS REMAINED 
so 
p o p u lar they might find it 
u np o p u lar fo r themselv es to 
d o o therwise. 
The Presid ent’s p resent trip 
abro ad is ano ther illu stratio n: 
Ev ery where he go es he is 
wild ly welco med since, 
no 
matter ho w Eu ro p eans and 
Asians may feel abo u t the 
United States, their image o f 
Eisenho wer is that of a friend ­ 
ly , well-intentio ned man. 
It may be argu ed , since 
America has been so genero u s 
with aid to them and remains 
their chief p ro tectio n against 
co mmu nism, that in welco m­ 
ing Eisenho wer they are in 
effect say ing hello to Santa 
Clau s. 
Bu t then y o u hav e to re­ 
member the So v iets alway s 
sp eak well o f him, too . This 
beco mes 
u nd erstand able 
in 
terms o f Eisenho wer himself 
when y o u lo o k back o v er the 
reco rd o f what he has said ■ 
since beco ming Presid ent. 


YOU ALMOST nev er find 
him talking in terms which 
co u ld be co nsid ered p ro v o ca­ 
tiv e o r belligerent o r ho stile. " 
Instead , he has emp hasized 
p atience and restraint ev en 
when talking firmly . 
In ad d itio n, he has carefu lly 
av o id ed p erso nal attacks o n 
o thers, thu s d ep riv ing them o f 
any ex cu se fo r attacking him 
p erso nally . 
All this is in co ntrast to the 
attitu d e o f many p eo p le, at 
ho me and abro ad , to ward , say , 
fo rmer 
p resid ents 
Tru man 
and Ro o sev elt who were o ften 
u p to their necks in fights. 
It might be argu ed here 
that if Eisenho wer had been 
as whiling as Tru man and 
Ro o sev elt to initiate new and 
co ntro v ersial p ro grams, and 
fight as they d id fo r them, he 
wo u ld be hit with brickbats, 
too. 
Bu t 
their 
temp eraments 
were d ifferent fro m Eisen­ 
ho wer’s. Bo th were mo re bel­ 
ligerent and bo th were mo re 
aggressiv e 
to ward 
o thers, 
esp ecially in sho wing irrita­ 
tio n to ward o ppo nents. 


EISENHOWER, fo r instance 
had p lenty o f ex cu se fo r hit­ 
ting back at the late Sen. 
Jo sep h McCarthy bu t av o id ed 
it. He co u ld hav e lashed o u t, 
bu t d id n’t, at Premier Nikita 
Khru shchev fo r so me of the 
d ifficu lties the Sov iet created . 


Whether o r no t all this ad d s 
u p to the best kind o f lead er­ 
ship is ano ther, and lo ng, d is­ 
cu ssio n in itself. Bu t certain­ 
ly Eisenho wer has been p o p ­ 
u lar and free fro m abu se. 


This so ft-wo rd techniq u e of 
Eisenho wer may hav e a mo d ­ 
erating effect o n his White 
Ho u se su ccesso r if o nly be­ 
cau se it has p ro v ed p o litically 
so su ccessfu l fo r Eisenho wer, 
if this mu ch is granted . 
That a su ccessfu l p o litician 
is o ne who , thro u gh retaining 
high p o p u larity , can get him­ 
self re-elected . By that d efin­ 
itio n, no o ne can argu e Eisen­ 
ho wer has no t been su ccess­ 
fu l. 


SOME CRITICS may argu e 
that the key to Eisenho wer’s 
p o p u larity is the resu lt o f 
his letting his lieu tenants car­ 
ry the lo ad so that, if there is 
blame, it wd li be d irected at 
them and no t at him.

Secretary o f Agricu ltu re Ezra 
Taft Benso n and the late Sec­ 
retary o f State Jo hn Fo ster 
Du lles w’ere beaten o v er the 
head fo r y ears fo r their p o l­ 
icies. Bu t Eisenho wer d id n’t 
hid e behind them. Instead , he 
su p p o rted them fu lly all the 
way . 


That argu ment is fallacio u s 
fo r ano ther reaso n: Tru man 
and Ro o sev elt lieu tenants — 
like Secretary o f State Dean 
Acheso n and Secretary o f the 
Interio r Haro ld Ickes — were 
besp attered fo r y ears. 
Bu t so were Tru man and 
Roo sev elt.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Examine Censure Of Tam 
District In Perspective 


Last Friday the Marin County Grand 
Jury censured officials of Tamalpais 
Union High School District for their ac­ 
tions in last February’s unsuccessful tax 
increase election. 
Such an action by our Grand Jury is 
not one which we can shrug off uncon­ 
cerned. But it is one which should be 
viewed in proper perspective. 
Charges were made following the 
election by Tom McDougall. longtime 
opponent of the schools. 
The Grand 
Jury investigated, then threw' out many 
allegations as untrue. But the jurors 
did find that school officials had violated 
the law by using school mimeographing 
and other equipment for political pur­ 
poses, that is, to prepare and print lit­ 
erature urging passage of the tax in­ 
crease. and had allowed solicitation of 
students to work for passage. 
There is a well established principle 
behind the lawr which prevents use of 
our schools for political purposes. 
At 
the same time, it is most difficult to 
draw the line between proper dissemin­ 
ation of information by a school district 
and what could be considered ‘‘political 
activity.” 
Certainly figures 
showing 
school 
costs and enrollment figures, past, pres­ 
ent and projected, are facts the public 
should be able to get from their school 
districts. This is particularly true at the 
time of an election when the voters are 
being asked to make up their minds on 
a school financing issue.

t h r o u g h a mimeograph brochure 
“use of equipment for political pur­ 
poses”? 
Obviously it depends on how it is 
done. We are not trying to whitewash 
the school officials; far from it. But the 
nature of their “violation” should be 
clearly understood. 
In the heat of a political campaign it 
is easy to edge over the line. It is done 
with the best intentions in the world. It 
is done by a group of people who are 
working hard, in our democratic tradi­ 
tion, for something in which they be­ 
lieve strongly. 
It is done by persons 
with no personal gain in mind beyond 
getting the best possible education for 
their children and yours. 
We are not excusing the school offi­ 
cials. Like Caesar’s wife, they should 
do no wrong. 
Even the shadow of 
wrongdoing rubs off to the detriment 
of the thing they are attempting to do. 
It behooves each one of them to make 
doubly sure he and his school are fol­ 
lowing the letter of the law. This would 
leave no tiny opening for carping critics. 
Censure such as that by the Grand 
Jury is no reason for a loss of confidence 
in the schools or particular school offi­ 
cials. The Grand Jury was “expressing 
its disapproval” of the particular fringe 
violations which it found. It did not rec­ 
ommend legal action against the district 
or its officials. 
We disapprove, too, and hope it does- 
not happen again. But we reaffirm our 
confidence in the schools and their lead­ 
ers.

Eisenhower Has Brought New Type 
Of Politics To The American Scene 


WASHINGTON «I — Presi- 
dent 
Eisenhower's W h i t e 
House years, drawing toward 
a close., have introduced a new 
kind of politics in 20th cen­ 
tury America: The technique 
of the soft word. 
W hether or not you like or 
admire him, this is a fact: He 
went into office a highly pop­ 
ular war hero and has remain­ 
ed not only extremely popular 
but amazingly free of person­ 
al criticism. 
We are now looking for a 
good example. 
The four Democratic sen­ 
ators being mentioned as pres­ 
idential possibilities — John 
F. Kennedy, Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, Stuart W. Symington, 
and Lyndon B. Johnson — are 
talking critically of the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 
They 
even take oblique 
cracks at Eisenhower by say­ 
ing what this country needs is 
leadership. But all of them 
are avoiding criticism of Eis­ 
enhower personally and by 
name. 


HE HAS REMAINED so 
popular they might find it 
unpopular for themselves to 
do otherwise. 
The President’s present trip 
abroad is another illustration: 
Everywhere he goes he is 
wildly welcomed since, 
no 
matter how Europeans and 
Asians may feel about the 
United States, their image of 
Eisenhower is that of a friend­ 
ly, weU-intentioned man. 
It may be argued, since 
America has been so generous 
with aid to them and remains 
their chief protection against 
communism, that in welcom­ 
ing Eisenhower they are in 
effect saying hello to Santa 
Claus. 
But then you have to re­ 
member the Soviets always 
speak well of him, too. This 
becomes 
understandable 
in 
term s of Eisenhower himself 
when you look back over the 
record of what he has said 
since becoming President. 


YOU ALMOST never find 
him talking in term s which 
could be considered provoca­ 
tive or belligerent or hostile. 
Instead, he has emphasized 
patience and restraint even 
when talking firmly. 
In addition, he has carefully 
avoided personal attacks on 
others, thus depriving them, of 
any excuse for attacking him 
personally. 
All this is in contrast to the 
attitude of many people, at 
home and abroad, toward, say, 
former 
presidents 
Truman 
and Roosevelt who were often 
up to their necks in fights. 
It .might be argued here 
that if Eisenhower had been 
as willing as Truman and 
Roosevelt to initiate new and 
controversial programs, and 
fight as they did for them, he 
would be hit with brickbats, 
too. 
But 
their 
temperaments 
were different from Eisen­ 
hower's. Both were more bel­ 
ligerent and both were more 
aggressive 
toward 
others, 
especially in showing irrita­ 
tion toward opponents. 


EISENHOWER, for instance 
had plenty of excuse for hit­ 
ting back at the late Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy but avoided 
it. He could have lashed out, 
but didn’t, at Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev for some of the 
difficulties the Soviet created.. 
Whether or not all this adds 
up to the best kind of leader­ 
ship is another, and long, dis­ 
cussion. in itself. But certain­ 
ly Eisenhower has been pop­ 
ular and free from abuse. 


This soft-word technique of 
Eisenhower may have a mod­ 
erating effect on his White 
House successor if only be­ 
cause it has proved politically 
so successful for Eisenhower, 
if this much is granted. 
That a successful politician 
is one who, through retaining 
high popularity, can get him­ 
self re-elected... By that defin­ 
ition, no one can argue Eisen­ 
hower has not been success­ 
ful. 


SOME CRITICS may argue 
that the key to Eisenhower’s 
popularity is the result of 
his letting his lieutenants car­ 
ry the load so that, if there is 
blame, it will be directed at 
them and not at him. 
This doesn’t hold water: 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson and the late Sec­ 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles were beaten over the 
head for years for their pol­ 
icies, But Eisenhower didn’t 
hide behind them. Instead, he 
supported them fully all the 
way.

The population explosion is 
beginning to hit hard at Cali­ 
fornia’s junior colleges.

officials are making a desper­ 
ate 11th hour attempt to plan 
for the inevitable. 
At the root of the problem 
is a state law requiring the 
principal (president) of any 
public twro-year junior college 
to admit “any 
high 
school 
graduate and any other per­ 
son. over 18 years of age, who, 
in his judgment, is capable of 
profiting from the instruction 
offered.” 
Thus, in theory, the presi­ 
dent may refuse admittance to 
any applicant whose mustard- 
cutting ability, to put it crude­ 
ly, he seriously questions. 


IN 
PRACTICE, the flood 
gates are open, for seldom, if 
ever, 
does a junior 
college 
president step in and deny 
an applicant the right to seek 
a. higher education. 
While just about anyone 
may enter a public junior col­ 
lege, nothing in the law re­ 
quires that a lazy or incompe­ 
tent student be retained after 
the truth becomes apparent. 
This is where junior college 
trustees enter the picture. 
The 
trustees are empow­ 
ered to set academic stand­ 
ards for the institution they 
govern.

WASHINGTON — If elec- 
tion-year history is repeated 
in 1980, Congress will find 
some way to sweeten social 
security benefits before voters 
gather at the polls next Nov. 
8. 


Changes enlarging the cov­ 
erage of the Social Security 
Act of 1935 have 'been voted, 
in the last five election years. 
B o t h 
administration 
a n d 
Democratic leaders 
already 
have promised that 1960 will 
follow the pattern. 
Activities during the be- 
tween-session r e c e s s h a v e 
served to focus attention on 
the issue. 


HEARINGS HELD this fall 
by a special Senate Subcom­ 
mittee on Problems of the 
Aged. and. Aging unearthed 
strong sentiment for legisla­ 
tion to ease the plight of el­ 
derly persons unable to make 
ends meet or pay for adequate 
medical care. 


The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee’s Antitrust and Mon­ 
opoly Subcommittee, headed 
by Sen. Estes Kef a uve r (D, 
Tenn.), currently is exploring 
pricing practices of drug man­ 
ufacturers at hearings which 
opened Dec. 7. 


Seymour E. Harris, a Har­

Battle site for the i960 de­ 
bate on social security legis­ 
lation will be the House Ways 
and Means Committee. It al­ 
ready has held hearings on a 
federal health Insurance MU 
introduced by Rep. Aime J. 
Forand <D, R.I.). The Forand 
bill would set up a federally 
administered program provid­ 
ing hospitalization, survey and 


nursing home care for social 
security recipients. 
The plan would be financed 
by raising social, security taxes 
by one-quarter of one per cent 
for both employer and em­ 
ployee.

Good, Bad Prospects Seen 
For Silver Salmon Fishing 


Department of Fish and 
Game 
Director 
William 
E. 
Warne revealed today that the 
outlook for the silver salmon 
fishery' on California’s north 
coast this year is both good 
and bad. 
On the good side is an unex­ 
pectedly large return to north 
coastal streams of two-year-old 
grilse p l a n t e d last spring. 
About 2.000 of these premature 
males have already been caught 
this year in the Mad River 
north of Eureka. These fish are 
surplus. Few females returned 
for them to spawn with, and 
they would have gone to waste 
had anglers not taken them, j 
Warne said. Exceptional catches 
of these young silvers are also 
reported in coastal waters off 
Fort Bragg. Many of these fish 
—all originally planted by the 
departm ent, in cooperation 
with the Silver Salmon Com-; 
niit'ee of Mendocino County— I 


have also been observed off 
Pudding Creek. The Depart­ 
ment is keeping watch in Tó­ 
males Bay off the mouth of 
Pa perm ill Creek. 
Some fish

LOS ANGELES UP) — Dave 
Burt might be called a high 
flying skin diver. Or maybe 
ocean-going sky diver describes 
it better.

It took a 
half roll, then smashed down 
hard. A spume of spray went 
into the air. 
A t this moment Burt’s com­ 
panion, Jim Hall, shoved off 
from a nearby schooner in an 
outboard, racing to the para­ 
chutist.
